Reid in 1888. 

The State election today ‘was watched 
with the most intense interest by all 
of the national political figurers. In 
the minds of all but a few of them the 
final reports on November's election 
night were to be foretold by today's 
voting. Whether the Republican plu- 
rality was to reach up to the land- 
slide figures of 1896, 1900 and 1904, or 
whether it was to drop below the dan- 
ger line of 25,000, absorbed the atten- 
tion of Republicans ‘every where. 

The sole hope of the Democrats was 
that Lieut.-Gov. George H. Prouty’s 
lead for Governor would be materially 
less than 25,000. 

The Republican majority, not only 
for the State ticket, but for the Legis- 
lature, which is to elect a succ®ssor’ 


to the late Redfield persons. was suffi- 
tciently decisive to be entir 


Returns at midnight from the six! 
cities of the State and from 194 of ‘the | 
240 towns, showed the following re- 
sults for Governor: 
Prouty, Republican, 37,292. , 
Burke, Democrat, 13,275. 
Backus, Independence League, 928. 
Campbell, Prohibition, 708. 
Dunbar, Socialist,; 372. 
The same cities and towns in 1904 
gave Bell (Republican,) 239,932: Porter 
(Democrat,) 13,390. This shows a Re- 
publican loss of 2640 votes in these 
cities and towns and a Democratic 
gain of 115 votes.

Sept. 1.—The Republicans won the 
election in Vermont today by carrying 
the State for Lieut.-Gov. George H. 
Prouty of Newport for Governor Ly 
about 28,000 votes over James E. 
Burke of Burlington, his Democratic 
opponent. The plurality was the 
smaliest in a Presidential year since 
1892, when it was only 17,956, and was 
followed by a Democratic national vic- 
tory, but it was larger than in 1388 
and only slightly less than tn 1990. 
There was a falling off in four years 
of about 6 per cent. in the Republican 
vote, while the Demgcratic vote fell off 
about 2 per cent. 


The Independent party appeared for 
the first time and polled about 1000 
yotes, while the Prohibition and So- 
cialist vote remained about the same. 
An unusually large number of local 
candidates for membership of the 
Legislature, although bringing out a 
heavy vote and resulting in Demo- 
cratic gains in the lower branch of 
the Legislature, apparently had n9 
bearing on the gubernatorial fight. 

As Vermont is the first State to vote 
during the Presidential campaign 
there was much interest throughout 
the country in the size of the Kepub- 
lican plurality. 
The Republicans retained copiplete 
control of the legislative and extcutive 
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branches of the government of Ver- 
mont. They «lected to Congress from 
the First District, David J. Foster of 
Burlington, tor another term, and from 
the Second Wietrict. Frank 
of Northfie:4, for the first time, and 
elected a mujority of the State Legis- 
lature, which will setect a@ successeor 
to the late Senator Redfield Proctor. 
The State ticket clected was as fol- 
lows:

The 
famous grove was owned for many 
years by the late James Sperry, and 
was sokl by him to the present owner. 

The Father of the Foresr, an up- 
rooted monster tree, is the largest of 
ite species, and lies about midway in 
the grove. It measures 112 feet in cir- 
cumference at its base, and 300 feet 
from its Lase, where it was broken off, 
it measures sixteen feet in diameter, 
and was undoubtedly 450 feet high 
when standing. The hotel is at the 
lower end of the grove. 

The fire sturted about e@ mile and 4 
half from the big trees and threatened 
to enter the grove syesterday, but for- 
sunately the wind was not 
hard, and it was believed the blaze 
was -under control.

Nothing approaching the brilliance 
Gnd magnificence of the coronation 
last night of the Queen of the Mer- 
maids has even been seen at Long 
Beach. The gorgeous ceremony was 
the inauguration of the Festival of 
the Sea, and never was a fete begun 
under more auspicious conditions. 

Just as twilight ended and the pall 
of night dropped over the city. there 
came a flash, and in an instant there 
Was a transformation.

renewed effort to cbhtain the establish- 
ment at some place in the United 
States of a national leprosarium for 
the isolation and treatment of leprosy. 

An effort to obtain jegislation look- 
ing to this end, which was supported 
by many members of the medical fra- 
ternity throughout the country, was 
made by the Public Health and Ma- 
rine ServicGin 1905, and a bill provid- 
ing for such an institution received 
favorable report in both houses of 
Congress. li failed of passage, large- 
ly because of objections from locali- 
ties in which it was contemplated the 
leprosarium should be located. 

The bill did not name any State or 

rritory but simply provided that 
some abandoned military or naval rex- 
ervation should be used. It was un- 
derstood, however, that the authori-

GOVERNMENT STRIKES BALANCE. 
CONDITIONS IMPROVE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—The com- 
parative statement of the government 
receipts and expenditures shows a de- 
ficit for the month of August, 1908, of 
$3,909,127 against a deficit for July, 1998, 
of $24, 38 and a surplus for Auc st, 
1907, of $2.628,491. This small deficit fur 
the month just closed is wholly due to 
the very large decrease in expenditures, 
for the receipts for the month were 
$6,875,084 less than for July, 1908, and 
about $13,000,000 less than for August, 


The expenditures were $2,835.38 less 
than for July, 1908 and $6,434,291 
than for August, 1907. 

As compared with the previous month 
of July. 1908, there was a decrease in 
the expenditures on account of the 
War Department of over $20,000,000 and 
a decrease of over $4,500,000 on account 
of public works. ’ 

The navy also shows a decrease of 
$1,700,000. As compared with August, 
1907, there was & @ecrease of $2,500,000 
on account of the war and $1,172,000 de- 
crease on account of the navy. . There 
was also a decrease of $2,750,00) on ac- 
count of publie works. 

The receipts from customs durtng 
August, 1908, amounted to $22,533,645 
which is an Increase as compared with 
July, 1908, of nearly $2,000,000 and a 
decrease of nearly $7,000,000 as com- 
pared with August, 1907. 

The receipts from internal revenue 
sources, however, show a falling off 
of about $2,900,000 as mpared with 
Juiy, 1908, and a Seosbage of about 
$2,425,000 as compared with July, 1908, 
and a decrease of about $2,425,000 as 
compared with August, 1907.

stable Cochran had on the first charge, 
Johnston and Roberts went to the 
Carlson home about dusk.

The accused banker greeted them 
genially and asked permission to tele- 
phone to his attorney, W. L. Foley.

The charges of making false entries 
in the individua| ledger of the Con- 
solidated Bank are: 

On February, 18 1908, Carlson is 
charged with having falsely entered 
or concurred in the entering of a de- 
posit of $1600, and another of $3400, to 
the credit of the Los Angeles Securi- 
ties Company. 

On April 9. he is ace used of a: simi- 
lar offense in creliting, the sume con- 
cern with two’ deposits of $4500 each. 


On May 15, he is accused of credit- 
ing the Securities company with a de- 
posit of $3000. 


The embezzle ment- charges are: 

Apri) 9, 1908, embezzling $4506 for the 
use of the Los Angles Securities Com- 
pany; a similar offense of the same 
amount on the same date: q = similar 
offense for $3000 on December 28, 1907: 
embezzling $1600 February 18, 1908, for 
the use of the Carison Investment 
Company, and on the same day the 
same offense for $3400; on May 15, 1908, 
embezzling $3000 for the Los Angeles 
Securities Company; on August 
1907, of embezzling $7500 for the 
curities company. 

HIGH FINANCE. 

Stripped of legal phraseology the 
charges mewn that in these transac- 
tions Carlson is alleged to have com- 
mitted both falsification and embezzie- 
ment. Under the laws of California he 
may be convicted of both or of either.

Practically, the charges are preferred

depositing what are alleged to be spu- 
rious drafts.

of February 18, 
involving $160. It is alleged 
Carlson, as president of the Cgrison 
Investment Company, made a draft 
on an eastern bank for $1600. Taking 
this draft he paid himself, under the 
name of the Los Angeles Securities 
Company, a debt of $1600. Then, as 
the Securities company, he depesited 
with himself, as the Consolidated 
Rank, the draft for $1600 and credited 
the Securities company's account with 
it. 

The aggregate amount which the 
bank is alleged to have been looted of 
in these transactions Is $27,000, which 
is $2,000 more then its capital stock. 
And all these transactions between 
corporations took place inside the 
counter of the one room at No, 124 
South Broadway. 

(‘arlson is? now facing’ thirteen 
charges, but it ts understood that 
these exhaust the possibilities of pros- 
ecution under the felony laws. They 
were all disclésed by the face of tie 
books and the collateral derosited. 
The principal testimony on which the 
accusations are based was given by 
Carison’s cashier, Misa McKittrick. 

The books also disclosed evidence 
that Carlson had received deposits 
after he ‘knew the bank to be hope- 
lesely insolvent, but under the laws of 
California this Is only a misdemeanor 
and no complaint has been issued on 
this charee.

Still Another Suit Against People’s 
Gas and Coke Company Filed in 
Superior Court in Attempt te Avert

The plaintiff also asserts that the cor- 
poration’s affairs are complicated by 
fully a dozen suits filed against it as 
a result of the differences over its 
ownership between the Lowe and 
Hayes factions. The court is asked to 
appoint a receiver, both that Hayes 
and His associates may be prevented 
from ruining the corporation, and. also 
that all litigation against it may be 
consolidated and simplified. 

_ Lowe also filed a secqnd suit against 
G. H. Hayes to recover 39,000 shares of 
stock m the People’s Gas and Coke 
Company to which. the plaintiff asserts 
Hayes, lays unfounded claim by virtue 
of an aileged purchase of stock from 
Prof. T. 8. C. Lowe and his associates. 

The complaint in the suit for a re- 
ceivership is a lengthy document re- 
citing the history of the Peopies’ Gas 
and Coke Company and reviewing the 
history of the litigation between Prof.

In total value the production of the Mid-Conti- 
nent field rose from fourth. to first place owing to 
the great yield of the Glenn poo! and the two nipe 
lines to the Gulf, and the decline in Louisiana oil, 
Illinois advanced from ninth to third place, while 
California retained its rank in second. 

Railroads used 18,855,691 barrels of crude oil 
for fuel in 1907, against 15,577,677 barrels in 1906, 
supplying 13,593 miles of rail.

Think not that it is only in America that the 
hard effects of dull times in this country are felt. 
As the pulse beats in America the blood circulates 
all over the world. - 

Do you know that the foreign people in the United 
States send annually across the seas £50,000,000, 
or $250,000,000 American, or f.1,250,000,000 French? 
‘That is about what we contribute in money toward 
the support of the rest of the world. Then we send 
after this sum breadstuffs, meats, raw material 
for factories, and thus gather back the money: we 
send on. The people cannot eat or wear the gold, 
but, having given them the money, they gladly give 
it back for our foodstuffs and other products needed 
in densely-peopled countries. 

Of the vast sum named above, the Italians send 
the largest amount, viz., £.350,000,000. Austrians 
follow, with £.325,000,000; Scandinavians, with 
f.125,000,000; Russia and England each the same 
amount; Germany, [f.57,000,000; Greece, £.25,000,- 
000, and the rest, about f.50,000,000, is scattered 
broadcast over Europe. 

The foreign people who send this money beyond 
seas number about 15,000,000 souls. At the present 
time Italians number nearly one-sixth of these, and 
Austrians and Hungarians about the same. Great 
Britain and Germany each run about 1,000,000 
more than the two countries above. 

Per capita, the Greeks send an average of $50; 
Italians, $30; the English, an average of $7, and 
the Germans, $5.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
PAYS MORE THAN EXPENSES. 


During Its Seventy Years It Has 
Added Countless Millions to the Na- 
tion’s Wealth Through Its Intro- 
duction of Valuable Seeds and 
Plants Previously Unknown. 


[Kansas City Star:]) Just about sev- 
enty years ago, with an appropriation 
of $1000, an obscure little division in 
the government patent office began the 


valuable seeds and plants for distribu- 
tion throughout the Unitéd States, For 
the next fiscal year, 1909, Congress has 
appropriated for the Department 
Arriculture, the offspring of that little 
division, something ever $16,000,000, 

Is the investment in this department 
a productive or an unproductive one? 
Do we, in fact, get a run for our mon- 
ey’ 

Of course many new lines of work 
have been added on to the original task 
of introducing valuable seeds and 
plants with which Federal aid to agri- 
culture first concerned itself. There are 
hine great bureaus and some smaller 
organizations in the department of to- 
day. It is not too much to Say that 
in one single line of its work—the old 
original business of introducing valu- 
able seeds and plants—the Department 
of Agriculture has repaid, many times 
over, all that it has cost the country. 
It is to be remembered that many of 
our crops, the names of which are 
“familar in our mouths as household 
words,” are not natives of the United 
States. They have been introduced from 
foreign countries, and the practice goes 
back to, and even beyond, the earliest 
days of the republic. In 1770 Benja- 
min Franklin, as agent for Pennsy!l- 
Vania, sent home from abroad «eds 
and mulberry cuttings, and during the 
administration of President John 
Quincy Adams the consular service 
began to be utilized-for the collection 
of rare seeds and planta. 

IMPORTED MONEY MAKERS. 

Sorghum was introduced from China 
and France probably about 1864. It 
cost $2000 to introduce the crép, now 
cultivated generally throughout the 
United States, and its present annua) 
Vaiue is at least forty million dollars. 
The introduction of Kaffir corn, largely 
grown and very useful in the semi- 
arid Southwest, cost about $5000 and it 
now yields an annual value of fifteen 
milliona at least The widely known 
Fultz wheat was introduced by the 
department in 1871 at a. small cost. 
The annual value of the crop today 
is many millions of dollars. The 
Washington navel orange, the founda- 
tion of the great orange industry of 
California, was introduced’ by the de- 
partment at a trifling cost, while the 
value of the crop now runs up every 
year to something over twelve million 
dollars, 

Perhaps the most striking achileve- 
ment of the department in seed intro- 
duction is found.in the Durum wheat. 
During the years from 1899 to 1902 the 
department brought from Russia and 
Africa at a tota! cost of about $16,000

extension of farming and home-mak- 
ing to regions where once the steer 
ranged over some twenty acres to find 
his living. It forms another great na- 
tional asset and is another sure re- 
liance for the food supply of the fu- 
ture. During last year Durum wheat 
covered an area of three million acres, 
and much of this land, before the ad- 
vent of this crop, Was valueless for 
agriculture. 

In parts of the Northwest summer 
fallowing is a necessity, owing to the 
fact that wheat has been raised so 
/many year® in succession on the same 
land that the yield is rapidly decreas- 
ing. The farmer has to give his land 
a rest and is thereby out of pocket. 
Supplementary to Durum wheat, in 
the sense that it may be used in a sys- 
tem of rotation and avold the need 
for this distressing idleness of the land, 
is a Siberian alfalfa with yellow, in- 
stead of the usual blue flowers, which 
was introduced from Siberia by an ex- 
plorer of the department, Prof. N. E. 
Hansen. The plant thrives on the dry 
steppes of Siberia, where it withstands, 
without protection, an extremely low 
temperature, It belongs to that won- 
derful group of plants, the legumes, 
the value of which as improvers of the 
aoll is now becoming so widely ap- 
preciated. The cost of bringing this 
yellow-flowered alfalfa to the United 
States cannot te segregated from other 
items of the cost of Prof. Hansen's 
trip, but it cannot be over $1000 and 
may be less. It will in time yield an 
annual value of millions. 

Many other plants and seeds valu- 
able in our agriculture have been 
brought back by the department's ex- 
plorérs. The Kiushu rice from Japan, 
matting plants from the same couptry, 
a valuable alfalfa from Turkestan, and 
others, might be mentioned. To sum 
it all up, it may be sat that the cost 
of all seed and plant introductions 
since 1852 has been about $5,000,000, 
while the annual value today of some 
—not all—of the varieties brought in 


at least $100,000,000. 
AS A MONEY SAVER. 

If we estopped at this point the de- 
partment’s claim of having “made 
gon would be fully proved. Some 
additional estimates, very conserva- 
tively made. of the annual savings ef- 
fected, by its? operations, clinch the 
matter definitely. The estimated value 
of the national forests is $1,.400,900,000, 
and they are believed to be increasing 
in value no* less than 10 per cent. an- 
nualliy. The production of timber and 
forage, and the maintenance of stream 
flow, by the use, protection and im- 
provement of these forests, assuredly 
cannot be worth leas than 2 per cent. 
on the valuation given above, and 
this amounts to $28,000,000. The pre- 
vention of forest fires probably saves 
commercial timber and young growths 
worth $20.000.000 annually. Improved
